I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
liealth  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1966. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  stands  at  16,060 
an  increase  of  190  over  that  for  196.5. 

Live  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  232,  an 
increase  of  8 on  the  1965  registrations.  Still  Births  recorded  during 
the  vear  numbered  9,  an  increase  of  1 on  last  year’s  figures.  Deaths 
during  the  year  numbered  265  (124  males  and  141  females),  an 
increase  of  27  on  the  1965  figures. 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the 
heart,  64  vascular  lesions  caused  48  deaths,  and  cancer  of  all  sites 
caused  40  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
numbered  7,  5 males  and  2 females.  This  is  a decrease  of  3 on  last 
year’s  figures. 

A total  of  14  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  82  notifications  recorded  during  1965)  made  up  as 
follows  : Measles  6,  Pneumonia  2,  Tuberculosis  Respiratory  3, 
Whooping  Cough  1,  Ei^'sipelas  1,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  1. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.9  for  England  and  Wales 
was  again  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  this  country.  The  general 
trend  was  also  reflected  in  this  area. 

During  1966  I am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  we 
received  no  notifications  of  food  poisoning  cases  in  this  district. 

I have  once  again  Lady  and  Gentlemen,  to  place  on  record  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
to  Dr.  ]\Iorgan,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practi- 
tioners, Health  Visitors,  The  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their 
support  and  assistance  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

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Tuberculosis. 

During  1966,  3 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  3 Respiratory 
Tuberculosis  and  20  Non- Respiratory  Tuberculosis.  There  were  2 
deaths  from  this  disease  during  1966. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  County  Council 
Scheme  on  the  other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 
The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest  Physician  is  limited  to 
children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuber- 
culosis and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the 
age  of  13  years  and  upwards.  Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar 
School  and  a Secondary  Modern  School  in  the  Urban  District 
during  the  year,  and  children  receiving  skin  tests  were  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  if  this  was  found  necessary  on  subsequent  inspection. 

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding 
Diphtheria  Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this 
district. 

Record  cards  received  during  the  year  in  respect  of  children 
immunised  during  that  year.

Booster  Injections  ..  ....  ....  203 

This  gives  an  increase  of  71  on  primar^^  immunisation  and 
69  on  booster  injections. 

Poliomyelitis  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but 
freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue 
to  bring  their  children  for  vaccination. 

Immunisation  Against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints 
are  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same 
arrangements  remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are 
given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has 
elapsed. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  : 

(tf)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

{b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under 
these  Acts  during  the  year. 

EXFOLIATIVE  CYTOLOGY  (Commonly  Called  Smear 
Tests  for  Cancer  of  the  Neck  of  the  Womb). 

Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative 
cytology  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus, 
and  since  the  29th  June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has 
agreed  to  some  of  their  medical  staff  collecting  smears  for  cyto- 
logical  examination  at  certain  Count}'  Council  Clinics,  and  these 
facilities  are  now  available  at  ; — 

Helper  Clinic,  Field  Lane,  Helper. 

Derby  Clinic,  Cathedral  Road,  Derby. 

Matlock  Clinic,  Lime  Avenue,  Matlock. 

Ripley  Clinic,  Derby  Road,  Ripley. 

Anyone  requiring  this  examination  should  contact  the  Health 
Visitor  at  any  of  these  Clinics. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  consulted  with  the 
Local  Medical  Committee  and  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  patient’s 
own  doctor  should  have  the  opportunity  of  deciding  whether  to 
collect  the  smears  himself  or  to  let  this  be  done  by  one  of  the  medical 
officers  employed  at  a County  Council  Clinic. 

SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  19  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted 
to  the  Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes.  Of  this  number, 
1 was  office  staff  and  18  were  manual  workers. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  40,  the  same  at  last  year  and  making  up  15.09%  of  all  deaths. 
Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  number  7. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  Green  Lane,  Derby 
(Telephone  No.  Derby 47866),  and  maybe  admitted  to  the  Derwent 
Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital  or  Walton  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

Cases  of  other  infectious  diseases  occurring  in  the  district  may 
be  removed  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Derby. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
including  Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  me  as  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health.  7 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  following  observations  as  to  water  supplies  have  been 
received  from  Mr.  I.  G.  Edwards,  the  Engineer  and  General  Manager 
of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board. 

{a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  and  en- 
tirely satisfactory  in  quality. 

{b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water. 
A total  of  124  bacteriological,  8 chemical  and  93  partial 
chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  both  at  the 
works  and  from  various  points  in  the  Urban  District.  Of 
the  124  bacteriological  samples  taken,  six  indicated  the 
presence  of  coliforms.  Further  check  samples  indicated 
coliform  free  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  two  main  sources, 
i.e.,  a local  well  at  the  Meadows  and  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Water  Board. 

(c)  None  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  consumers  in  this  area 
is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

{d)  All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply. 

(e)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  number  of  properties 
supplied.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work 
carried  out  by  my  Department  during  1966. 

GENERAL. 

During  this  twelve  months  2,997  members  of  the  public  made 
enquiries  at  the  Health  Department.  These  enquiries  covered  a 
very  wide  range  of  Public  Health  matters  and  include  947  con- 
cerning Housing  information. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Again  the  above  service  operated  smoothly  during  the  year. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  bin  bonus  scheme  increases  efficiency 
of  regular  collections  and  reduces  labour  problems.  There  are  of 
course,  certain  drawbacks,  as  in  every  scheme,  for  instance  there 
is  a tendency  to  more  spillage  from  dustbins  and  short  cuts  to  the 
situation  of  the  dustbin  during  collection,  but  generally  the  col- 
lectors have  worked  hard  and  concientiously  throughout  the  year. 

During  this  period  a further  81  bins  were  emptied  every  week 
making  a total  of  371  per  week  more  than  when  the  scheme  was  put 
into  operation  two  years  ago  and  this  has  been  acliieved  without 
additional  labour.  In  this  connection  the  use  of  larger  refuse 
freighters  has  played  an  important  part  and  with  the  present  type 
of  development  in  housing,  the  replacement  of  e.xisting  vehicles 
by  larger  ones  will  continue  to  assist  in  efficiency. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  in  accordance  with 
Ministry  of  Health  Regulations  has  been  carried  out  and  super- 
vised daily.  The  Council  are  fortunate  in  having  a site  at  Wyver 
Lane  suitable  for  reclamation  of  pasture  land  for  many  years  to 
come.  The  nature  of  this  operation  is  technically  difficult,  due  to 
the  bogged  condition  of  the  land  and  drainage  problems.  This 
necessitates  the  daily  use  of  a crawler  tractor  and  the  driver  of  this 
vehicle  has  carried  out  my  day  to  day  instructions  cheerfully,  in  a 
very  efficient  manner. 
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SALVAGE. 


Income  from  salvage  sales  increased  slightly  over  the  previous 
year,  but  this  did  not  quite  equal  the  rise  in  production  costs, 
nevertheless,  I still  consider  the  sale  of  salvageable  refuse  is  a worth- 
while project,  because  it  does  reduce  the  cost  of  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  more  than  would  otherwise  be  the  case. 

Strict  supervision  has  been  given  at  the  paper  baling  shed 
and  every  possible  way  of  improving  costing  is  constantly  under 
review.  Labour  problems  have  again  been  difficult  and  changes 
in  staff  have  been  frequent.  This  naturally  upsets  annual  produc- 
tion and  because  the  inflow  of  waste  paper  varies  week  by  week 
according  to  industry  and  trade  requirements,  the  organisation 
requires  regular  adjustment. 


HOUSING. 

The  total  number  of  applicants  on  the  points  list  increased  by 
33  to  make  154  families  waiting  to  be  rehoused. 

Allowing  each  year  for  the  number  of  tenants  terminating 
tenancies  and  thus  leaving  houses  to  be  re-let  from  the  lists  it  seems 
that  during  the  past  three  years  there  are  a basic  number  of  appli- 
cants in  the  region  of  125.  There  are,  of  course,  to  be  added  to 
this  the  tenants  of  approximately  100  houses  which  will  be  dealt 
with  under  unfit  house  clearance,  69  applicants  for  Bungalows  and 
5 for  Single  Persons  Flats. 

The  personal  circumstances  of  each  applicant  arc  investigated 
in  their  homes  and  a great  deal  of  time  is  spent  with  old  aged  appli- 
cants, helping  them  wherever  possible.  Where  it  is  thought  that 
medical  reasons  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee, 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  asked  to  give  information  and  this 
is  relayed  to  the  Committee  at  the  time  of  selection  of  tenants. 

The  Council  are  at  present  concentrating  on  the  provision  of 
new  accommodation  for  old  aged  persons. 


FOOD. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
was  less  than  last  year,  particularly  in  regard  to  pigs.  During  this 
period  it  was  found  more  butchers  were  buying  off  the  hook  and 
this  accounted  for  the  difference.  £135  was  received  by  the  Council 
for  the  work  of  inspection  in  the  slaughterhouses. 
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Improvement  in  the  food  shops  in  this  area  has  continued. 
End  of  the  week  shopping  is  very  popular  and  is  noticeable 
by  the  number  of  cars  parked  in  the  shopping  area  during  the 
evenings  at  this  time. 

The  need  for  constant  vigilance  by  the  Department  in  all  food 
matters  is  never  relaxed  and  this  is  emphasized  by  the  table  in  the 
report. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

A daily  analysis  of  the  air  we  breathe  is  recorded  on  scientific 
instruments  and  the  table  in  the  report  shows  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Bronchitis  and  Broncho-Pneumonia  each  month. 

Again  the  Sulphur  content  shows  a slight  total  reduction  over 
the  whole  year. 


CONCLUSION. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council 
and  the  Senior  Officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

The  Health  Department  Staff  have  worked  as  a team.  I would 
like  to  record  their  loyalty  and  unfailing  support  at  all  times  and 
I know  they  have  a sense  of  pride  in  the  work  they  carry  out.

sample. 

November,  1966 — Beetles  in  packet  of  Weetabix  ; sent  for  analysis, 
shopkeeper  cautioned  and  stocks  withdrawn. 

In  addition,  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  Markland,  N.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
County  Analyst,  for  the  following  report. 

79  Samples,  including  34  milks  were  taken  under  the  above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Belper  U.D.C.  during  the  year  1966. 

One  sample  of  untreated  milk  contained  a trace  of  added  water 
and  the  farmer  was  cautioned. 

Informal  samples  of  Sal  \"olatile  (deficient  in  free  ammonia) 
and  Antiseptic  Lozenges  (deficient  in  Bradasol)  were  followed  by 
formal  samples.  These  were  both  satisfactory. 

An  informal  sample  of  Pork  Sausages  was  deficient  in  meat. 
Similar  results  were  found  on  a formal  sample  and  the  manufacturer 
was  cautioned. 

Two  samples  of  Pork  Sausage  and  a sample  of  Beef  Sausages 
contained  Sulphur  Dioxide  Preservative  although  this  was  not 
disclosed  at  the  time  of  sale,  as  required  by  The  Preserv'ative  in 
Food  Regulations.  The  Manufacturers  were  cautioned.

The  baths  were  also  used  throughout  the  season  by  various 
swimming  clubs  as  well  as  21,352  visits  by  children  from  schools 
in  the  district,  including  Herbert  Strutt  School  pupils. 

During  April,  samples  of  bath  water  proved  to  be  marginally 
unsatisfactory  and  on  the  advice  of  the  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  many  more  samples  were  taken  than  normally. 

Over  the  open  season,  63  samples  were  examined,  and  as  a 
result,  the  Council  decided  to  instal  a new  filtration  plant,  at  a cost 
of  £6,500.  Work  on  this  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  season  and 
will  be  completed  before  the  open  season  1967. 


Common  Lodging  House.
